Storm wont down thero two years
ago nud imported seod from Cuba
ami Sumalia nn 1 put up curing,
houses Hut this cost money nud cheap labor
wnsn noctsstiy. Tho rosult was that thirty-fiv- o

immigrants nrrived at Tallahassoo from
Strnsbuig nbout n jenr ago.

Tho tobacco plantation thiived. As Mr.
Storm sajs:

" 'J he rosult has been thnt whllo tho whole
tobacco product of tho Stnto twoyenrsngo
coul havo been bought for $1,000, Inst year
it was worth ij25, 000, nnd this yenr bids fair
to amount to 1, 000.000."

Mr. Storm was not Bntisfiod with this
slow incrcaso in profits, nnd found

that his greatest olmtnclo was in obtaining
skilled tobacco growers. Nino Alsntinus
wero neotletl nnd niuo woro sent for.
